Claims 1-7 and 15-16 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set 
forth in MPEP § 821.04(B), claims 17-19 and 22, directed to the process of making or using an 
allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction 
requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's filing and approval of the Terminal Disclaimer over SN 10/537,088, now US 

7,507,717 is acknowledged. 

Based on the updated structure/term search in the relevant STN databases on 6/1 1/10, the 

modified chi-conotoxins of SEQ ID NO: 3 were not found which had a required N-terminal 
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pyroglutamate (pGlu) residue. Thus, the isolated, synthetic or recombinant peptides comprising 
the same as well as methods of use for treating pain (rejoined, known use of conotoxins) were 
not found to be reasonably taught or suggested by the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
